The Colony 
during, the, last year has been greatly in- 
creasing, snd there has ‘been one feature in 
connection with that disaster of fire, to 
which I, shall be right' in calling attention, 
not only inereasing. the risk of loss by fire 
to m great extent, but whioh is far more 
important, increasing the risk of loss of life 
by fire. Fires when they have originated 
in. one ars of Reese a Secor Bal 
tinguished, but the more 6 bui 
Engrish the greater is the difficulty in 
extinguishing fires and the’ greater the 
Giigelty-onporienced by inmates in opoaping 
from them, It is known to you—~in fact, 
some of the property belongs to gentlemen 
in this room—that during the last twelvo 
soonths a great inorease has been made in 
the elevation of many Chineso buildings— 
: being raised to two, 
or oven three, During the last twelve 
ynontha. the increase in the number of three- 
storied buildings would surprise everyone In 
tho room, if the figures wera laid before you. 
The riek of living in those three-storied 
buildings is very large compared with that 
in others, hope this matter will be taken 
into account and the Government induced, 
to re-consider their previous decision with 
regard to the Firo Brigade, and. -to provide 
gome further means for preventing and 
extinguishing fires,’ additional engines if 
nocéssary ; a very good suggestion was made 
by Mr Creagh, that jnstead of selling the 
eheam-lnnnsh Blanchs, one. of the Govern, 
ment fire engines should be placed upon her, 
and it would then make a great addition to 
the fire extinguishing arrangements: The 
proposal was negatived ; the. Blanche was 
vie but I do hope the Directora will not 
geass: to. make communioations tothe Go- 
yornmont, and that we shall have some fur- 
ther additions to the fire extinguishing 
apparatus of, this Colony. ‘We are very 
fauch behind our American friends in this 
matter, They have. the telograph, ond the 
ittrodution of aeystem: of that kind here 
would not amount to the value of a single 
Chinese shop.

_Mr Suanp: Ido not think itis neoessary 
to make any resolution on the subject, but 
think perhaps that the duty in. connection 
‘with the bas, pae at our last meeting has 
porhaps hardly yet been performed. 
‘The Cuamnman: I think it is almost a 
Py, that the very admirable reniarks that 
Sharp has addressed to you could not 
have been brought forward in some other 
placo than this, Although we may all agree 
with him in those remarks, I think it is 
hardly within the provinoo of this Company 
« to take any further steps in tho matter. 
‘With reference to the three-storied houses I 
believe the Government has, imported some 
fire enonpes to. take people out of such 
buildings in ‘case of fire, and I” hope 
wo shall not hear of much loss of life in 
such dwellings.

‘Tha Queen's: Advocate, the Hon. G, 
Phillippo, instructed by Mr A, B, Jobuison, 
proctor, appeared for the. promovents, 
Measta Battles ds Co., and others. 

Mr, Hayllar, Q. ©., instructed by Mr 
Breraton, appeared for the iImpugnan' 
the Ohina Traders’ Insurance Company, an 
other local Insurance Companies ’ terested 
in the insurance of the ateameor. 

The facts of the case as set forth in the 
promovents’ petition are” as followa: It 
appears that tbe Pp. 8,8. Japan was 
burnt at sea on the night of the 17th De- 
comber 1874, while on the voyage from 
‘kong. She was then 
abandoned by her officers and crow while 
sho was on fire, in the neighbourhood of 
Breaker Point, with $366,000 in treasure, 
and quickeilver ‘worth about Bdge 
besides some gold and gold dust. hen the 
news of tho disaster reached Hongkong, 
Mr Battlos conceived tho idea of fitting out 
an expedition to find the wreck and salve 
the treasure and cargo. ' He made overtures 
to Osptain ©. P, Holcomb, of the schooner 
Scotland, who placed the vessel. io } 
command at the disposal of the expedition 
on- certain terms. Mr Battles then axsociat- 
ed himeslE with other parties to 
out this expedition of salvage. The 
first meoting of the parties interested 
in this expedition was held on the llth 
January 1875, when Mesera Broadbesr 
Anthony & Co., were elected as managing 
partnora in the concern, A chatter party 
was then entered into betweon Oapt Hol- 
comb and’ Messrs Broadbear, Anthony & 
Co,, the partners in the concora consisting 
of Messrs Battles -& Oo, Broadbear An- 
thony & Co., Capt. C, P, Holoomb, Mr J.8. 
Cox, Mr John Jack, Mr Robert Duncan, 
Messrs Jobn Inglis & Co., Messrs F, 
Blackbead & Oo, Mr G. B, Lefavour end, 
Mr G.B, Emory, Of these parties, how- 
ever, several have abandoned .their 1o- 
terests in the concern and have ‘taken no 
part in tbe present suit, viz,. Mr Jak, 
Mr G, B, Lefavour and Messrs Blackbead 
& Oo., while tho interests of Broadbear, 
Anthony & Oo, being bankrupts, are 
invested in the Offcial assignes, those of 
Capt, Holoomb in Mr Battles and those of 
Mr Duncan in Mr G. B, Emory. The 
Scotland was then fitted out for. finding 
the wreck, with Mr Lofavouy, a mastor 
mariner, extra de and two divers, on 
board, arid-nailed on the 16th January 
1876. As he was gotting ubder-welgh, 
however, a letter wan reoaived from Messrs 
Auguatlue Heard & Co., who being general 
agents of the Obina Tr ers’ Insurance Ooi, 
and representing other local companies 
interested in the insurance of the steamer, 
gave notice to Capt. Holoomb and Mezers 
Broadbear, Anthony & Co, that the under- 
writera intended to send a vessel ‘to ook 
and take possession of the wreck, and that 
they should regard the oharterers’ services 
as having been. obtruded unnecessarily 
upon the underwriters. Thia notice was, 
however, .disregarded,. after. proper lega 
advice having been.taken, and the Scotland 
was towed out of the Harbour on her expe- 
dition a week after this by the tug Palot 
Fish, arriving at Oupeb{ Point on the 16th 
Jan. 1876, and Tongou Road on the Bist, 
endeavouring to find the wreck, with such 
assistance as could be procured from the 
Chinese Sabermen. On the 23rd January 
1876, the echooner Loiterer arrived in Ton- 
gou Road from Hongkong, and on the 26th 
‘an. the steamer Aden from Shanghai also 
arrived, and commenced dragging for the 
wreck under the direction of Captain Jobo 
Roberta, who claimed by a letter addressed 
to Captain Holcomb to be aoting for the 
Underwriters, On tho lat February 1875, 
Mr Battles left Hongkong for the scene of 
aperstions via, Swatow, where he casually 
heard that several fishing boats belonging 
to Haimun had torn their fishing nets on & 
sunken wreck, which was suppused to be 
that of the Japan. Be employed one Ahsow, 
a native of Haimun, and three other Chinese, 
for the purpose of making erquiriss con- 
cerning the position of the wreck. These men 
succeeded in finding five fishermen whose 
nets had been thts torn by coming io 
‘contact with some sunken wreck, and & 
large number of fishing boats was employed 
to drag the locality. pointed ont. These 
exertions were rewarded by the finding of 
the wreck on the 18th Bebruary, 1875. 
report of the success was then sent to 

Hongkong, with au application to the U. 8. 
Consul for the despatoh of a U. 8. gunboat 
to protect the Scotland, The Reotland 
anchored near the wreok, but diving opera- 
tions were prevented by the strong wind, 
which incroased to a gale on the 22nd 
February, when she was obliged to sook

Mr Manning arrived 
on board the Scotland on the bth June, and 
on the-7th the tug, Little Orphan came with 
Capt. Templar. and the divers; ” He gave 
Capt. Holcomb a letter stating that he bad 
been: employed to carry..on- the salvage 
operations. Capt. Holcomb and Mr J. af

Further 
operations were again suspended Owing to 
the monsoon, but will be resumed next 
Tho promovents contended that the 
wreck of ‘the Jagan was first discover- 
ed. by the charterers, and that they were 
consequently entitled to salvage from tho 
money and geld dust. now.

Tne answer in reply to the allegations of 
the Petition admitted the burning of the 
steamer with the loss. of a number of her 
officers, crew and. passengers, and thea 
sioking in 28 fathoma of water, but con 
tended: that Uapts Waraaw and bie officers 
oruised in the vicinity of the wreck and 
took. careful bearings, and then camo on to 
Hongkong. At the burning of the Japan

‘A | Sinoe,. the operations were conducted, by 


consent, by Mr W.-H. Ray, the secretary 
of the China Traders’ Insurance Oompany. 
That towards the close of December 1874 
and shortly after the arrival of Captain 
Warsaw, iutelligenos had reached the 
underwriters that some fishermen in 
Swatow had their nets torn by an obstacle 
recently found, which was supposed to be 
the wreck of the 8..8. Japan, when Messrs 
Augustine Heard & Oo. then wrote a letter 
to Capt, Warsaw authorising him to proceed 
to,find the wreck at an expense of $2,000, 
besides $1,000 remuneration to: himself. 
He was to ‘Rave the place marked if he 
discovered it and to baye recorded his 
‘taking of possession in the U. 8, Oon- 
gulate and 2%, B, M, Consulate at 
Swatow, Acting on this letter, Captala 
Warsaw proceeded to Swatow, and on 
the Sth January noted: bis having taken 
session of the wreok. at the two Con- 
sulates, On 2nd January, the steamer 
Yottung.was ohartered by the underwriters 
at $860. day and placed at the disposal 
of Ospt ‘Warsaw.

Templar, late of: the.Indian Navy, one of 
the Agents of .Lioyd’s Relvage Amocee 
After all preparations had been made by 
the Underwriters for the salvage of the 
wreck, “it’ was then . learned caaually 
that- ‘Broadbear Anthony. & Co. had 
fitted out the American schooner Scotland 
for’ the’ purpose of seeking. the wreck 
Lof-the Japan, afd of salving her cargo, but 
the expedition was made without the know- 
ledge of the underwriters, although they 
had heard rumours of such an undertaking. 
On ‘lesrning, however, on the day. of the 
departure of the Scotland that she wasto have 
left for the wreck, Messra Augustine Heard 
4 Oo., wrote to Capt. Holoomb and Mesars 
Rroadbesr, Anthony & Oo., the agents of 
the charterors, warning them that they had 
taken possession of the wreck on behalt of 
the underwriters, that atops had been taken 
by them - to: discover tlie ‘wrock. They 
wrote ‘that the wreck is kaown to be lying 
in deep water beyond ‘the influence of 
weather, and at such a depth as to be out 
of the reach of depredation by Chinose, 
who do not possess the necessary apparatus 
for diving to enable them to reach her. 
Under these ciroumatances we, have to 
inform you that-if you are successfal in 
your endeavous in finding the -wreok 
and salying such portions of the cargo 
or treasure. as have been abandoned to 
ns, wo shall regard your- sorvices 88 
having been obtruded unnecessarily upon 
the underwriters, and shall plead this notice 
in reduction of any claim you may seek to 
endéavonr to establish against the carr j and 
treasure by way of salvage.

on arrival he reported himself at the 0. 9. 
Oonsulats and had ascertained that no 
further news as to the wreok of the Japan 
had been recelved. The schooner Yacht 
Loiterer.. was then’ engaged, as also the 
steamer Aden, for the purpose of finding 
the wreck, and Oaptain Roberts wrote to 
Captain Holcomb of the Scotland, calling 
his attention to-the notice given above, to 
which he replied that he would take very 
little notice of the warning unless Captain 
Qcberts could shew more tangible right, 
but be would not interfere with Captain 
Roberts finding the wreck or salving it, in 
the samo way as ho did not wish himself to 
be interfered with, claiming that dorellot 
pelea) open to the first finder. 
japtain Roberts then commenced his 
dragging operations, and succeeded on the 
night of the 15th Fobruary in obtaining 
some notion of the exact position, by 
‘having the drag ropes cut by some ob- 
staole. On the 10th March the Scotland 
anchored over this obstacle against which 
a fisherman had broken his nots, and on 
the 16th March Capt. Roberts came to 
Hongkong without discovering anything. 
Nothing wes known of the wreck up till 
26th May, when Mr W.,H. Ray again 
wrote to Broadbear, Anthony & Co, pro- 
testing against thelr operations by the 
Scotland. . The reply received was that the 
charterors had taken legal. advics on the 
subject atid that they were in lawful posses- 
sion of the wreck.. Further correspondence 
followed, but finally the Scotland left the 
wreck to. Captain Roberts, selling the 
iron buoy de. for $520. The impugnants 
averred that they had recovered treasure to 
the value of $166,67836, but that thelr 
expenses in salving and finding the wreok 
amounted to $107,448, so that there was & 
deficit of $700, instead of there being any 
gain by the operation. Before any trea- 
sure had.-been salved, about $61,000 had 
been expended by the underwriters in find- 
ing the wreok, and it was thelr intention to 
pursue the, operations further. 

These were the facts as revealod in the 
allegations and answers in the case, which 
came on for argument to-day.
